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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual re- 
port as Superintendent of your schools. 

At the close of last year, Miss Katherine Tibbetts 
of Portsmouth, a graduate of Keene Teachers’ College, 
was elected to fill the position in grades four, five, and 
six, replacing Miss Dorothy Britton who is now teach- 
ing in Keene. 

During the summer, Miss Laurenia Kastman of 
Durham, a graduate of the University of New Hamp- 
shire, accepted the high school position from which 
Hrnest Fiske resigned in order to accept a position at 
Tilton-Northfield High School. Miss Eastman teaches 
English, mathematics, and biology. 

The enrollment last year as will be seen by the table 
at the end of this report was 138. This year to date 
126 have been enrolled. The principal change is a 
decrease in the high school membership. 

Last June, 10 seniors graduated from New Boston 
High School. Of this number 1 has entered a post- 
secondary institution, 2 are doing housework, 2 are 
married and managing homes, 2 are working on farms 
and 3 are otherwise gainfully employed. 

During the Fall a defense course in metal work was 
conducted with Federal funds under Mr. Nedeau’s 
direction. This was followed by a course in wood- 
working. This instruction is sponsored by the govern- 
ment to train workers for industry, and it provides a 
splendid opportunity for young men to help their coun- 
try as well as to receive practical training. 

An addition to the shop is under construction as a 
part of the defense course in wood-working. This 
project, which will provide the school with roomier 
quarters, fills a real need. The plan is in large measure 
due to the initiative of Headmaster Nedeau who saw 
the opportunity to turn the defense course in wood- 
working into a practical activity. Some materials were 
provided by Federal funds for instructional purposes, 
the Future Farmers of America donated part of the 
lumber, and the School Board purchased the rest. 

The most modern of reading material has been sup- 
plied to the first grade. The fourth grade has been 
furnished new history books, readers, and geographies. 
Grades four, five, and six have new arithmetics. The 
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World Book Encyclopedia, a splendid set of reference 
books, has been purchased for the high school. 

The lunch program, which is again being carried on 
this year under the sponsorship of the New Century 
Club, is certainly a project. of great benefit to our 
young people. 

Schools will be affected in many ways by war condi- 
tions. War is no respector of individual needs. Already 
there is a shortage of teachers. The draft and defense 
boom with inflated living costs, which compel low 
salaried teachers to accept better wages in business 
and industry, are responsible for this. The result is 
keener competition everywhere to secure and keep 
good teachers. Looking beyond the immediate danger 
to our children’s educational welfare, we must realize 
that effective education is the bulwark of democracy in 
the future. When our young people leave our schools 
to take their places in society we want them to be well 
equipped to face the competition of modern living. 
Under these circumstances we should endeavor to keep 
good teachers, as replacements will be difficult. 

The cost of textbooks and supplies has already in- 
creased. Shortages in materials are developing. We 
may have to spend a little more for books and supplies. 
At the same time we must try to conserve on their use 
by steady effort to eliminate any waste or abuse of 
materials. 

True patriotism can be shown by teachers and pupils 
alike in making the most of what we have and doing 
the best job possible in the face of difficulties. 

The cooperation being shown by parents, other citi- 
zens, and members of the school organization is of 
great value to our schools and is very much appre- 
ciated.
